before the Bucks County Accident 
Prevention Conference. 
The tangle on the roads has re­ 
sulted from several transitory fac­ 
tors. he said. One of these is the 
fact that construction, unlike the 
permanent operations at the plant. 
is limited to daylight hours. Once 
the plant gets into op erato r it will 
run twenty-four hours a day. aud 
the 4800 production workers will 
be coming and going in turns of 
1200 men and women. 
New bus services, big parking 
lots, 
larger entrances ami 
exits 
at the plant, and other facilities, 
will cause tile traffic problem to 
lessen rapidly in the future, ive de­ 
clared.
